On the other side of the mountains
in sueh towns as Bristol, Johnson
City, Morristown, the arrival of the
North Carolina “apple wagon’ is the
same familiar incident of the fall it is
over here, Which, in our judgment,
only proves that North™ Carolina is
“just naturally” an apple raising re-
gion and with application of modern
ideas and methods to the matter will
become the greatest apple regiom in
the world.—Spartanburg Herald.
